PENNSBURY SCHOOL BOARD HIRES SEVEN NEW 
TEACHERS; BUYS TWO MORE BUSES AND ENGAGES 
2 TRUANT OFFICERS; TEACHERS TO START AT $3,000 


(By Staff Reporter) 
FALl,81NGTON, Feb. IO — The 
mushrooming 
enrollment 
In 
the 
Pennsbury schools once again was 
provided for by the Joint School 
Board, at a meeting last night 
Informed by Regional Superin­ 
tendent Medill Balr that Pennsbury 
district now has 3,270 pupils, .as 
against only 2,635 last October, and 
1,691 in 1950, the board hired seven 
new teachers to instruct them, 
bought two more buses to take them 
to school, and engaged two truant 
officers to make sure that they go. 
Starting pay for a teacher with 
a bachelor’s degree was raised to 
13,000 per year, and other raises 
were discussed. A new Job. director 
of school lunches, was set up. 
After opening 
bids, I he Joint 
Board voted to buy two 66-passen­ 
ger buses, at $7,060 each, from King 
Supply Co., of Morrisville. 
Balr 
cited the bus need to accommodate 
Thornridge and Birch Valley sec­ 
tions of Levittown, which have a 
total of 1,000 homes. 
The Board heard a request by 
Balr for a double increment, effect­ 
ing q $200 raise, for all teachers, 
but after a prolonged discussion 
declined to enact it without giving 
the m atter further study. A motion 
tor the salary increase to teachers 
approved by the school administra­ 
tion, was defeated for lack of affir­ 


mative votes. Dissenting school di­ 
rectors said they wished to consider 
the matter further. 
Salaries for new teachers were 
raised 1200, however, putting Penns­ 
bury on a par with Neshantiny 
School District in paying $3,000 a 
year for a teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree and no previous experience. 
In presenting the subject of sal­ 
aries to the Pennsbury Board, Balr 
said, "We are beginning to face an 
impasse as far as securing teachers 
for the 1953-54 term. 
Neshaminy 
has set up a minimum salary for 
next year of 13,000, as has Ewing 
Township, N. J. Teachers are be­ 
ginning to indicate that they prefer 
to go to other communities rather 
than Pennsbury because of this sal­ 
ary situation.” 
The school directors indicated 
they would like to establish a merit 
system for pay increases, and would 
study the matter further.
